HAT in everie Regiment 
under. a Cellonell , there 
bee an eccleſiaſtical El- ? 
derſhip or Kirke Seffjon, 
.. conſiſting ofrhe Miniſter 
"OF Miniſters of the Regi- 
ment , and of Elders to 
£... be chokn to thar effect; 
who ſhall fit at their ap- 
pointed times, and Ade in all Kirke affaires, accor- 
ding tothe word of Goy, and therules and weder of 
Diſcipline uſed.in the Kirkeof Scoriand forcen- 
ſuring of delinquents, as fornicatours, whooremon- 
gers, adulterers , ſwearers , curſers , drunkards ,pro- 
faners of the Sabbath, and all ſcandalous perſons, that 
they may be brought. to repentance :.or being fouad 
obſtinat and incorrigible, that the extreame cen 
ſures of the Kirke paſſe againſt them. And that 
all things bee done herein, as in every paroſh in 
the time of peace. -, Alſo , that tender care may be 
| had of the poore and needie , and of all ſuch as are 
not able , or may be diſabled to helpe themſelves: 


There bee ſome Deacons appointed in everic Re- 
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giment according tothe order uſed in particular pa- 
roſhes and that in matter of greateſt weight, there be a 
generall Elderſhip , or common cccleſlaſtick judica- 
torie, made up of all the Miniſters oftheCamp,and of 
an Elder direc from every particalar Regiment, who . 
ſhall chooſe their own Moderatour and Clerk, have 
power to ſer down order in matters ecclcſtaſticall for 
the whole Armie: that there may bee at uniformitie 
of worſhip and of Diſcipline. To whom appella- 


. tion may bee made from the inferiour Seſſions and

elderſhips. 

II. Itis ordained alſo for deciding of all controver- 
fies, and that the following articles of war and camp 
Diſcipline may be the better obſerved and obeyed, 


. That there be inthe Armic two courts of juſtice: one 
higher and another lower court: In every Regiment 


there ſhalbe a lower court, where the Colonel! ſhal be 
preſident , and in hisabſence his Leive-tenant , with 
them are two Cap:ains to bee joyned, two Leive- 
tenants, two Enſignes, foure Serjants, and two 
Quartermaſters, that together with the Prefident 
they may be tothe number ofthirteene atleaſt, 
In the high martiall court ſhall the generall bee 
Preſident, and in his abfencethe field Marſchall, his 
aflociats ſhall be the Generall of the ordinance, Ser- 
geant- major Generall, General! of the horſes, Quar- 


- termaſter Generall, Muſter Maſters,and all the Cot- 
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lonels, or their Leivetenants in their abſence, all theſe 
ſhall fit rogether every man in his owne place and 
ranke, whenſoverthere is any matter of great impot- 


_ tance in controverſie both in the higher Court and 


lower,there ſhall be oneſworne Secretaric or Clerke 
appointed , who ſhall not only make note of the pro- 
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_ ceſfe and ſentences , but ſhall alſo 1nake diligent re- 
cord of all notable things that fall out in the armie, 
whither in any pitched battell, skirmiſh , leaguer, or 
any other piece of ſervice whatſoever, with all the 
circumſtances of time, place, or perſons; he ſhall alſo 
ſer his hand to all ſentences ſigned by the Generall, 
, and keepa true regiſter of all interpriſes, that the Ge- 
nerall-with his Councel of war, ſhall give order to be 
done. It ſhall be lawfull alſo inall civill and crimi- 
nall actions of great importance, to makeappellation 
from the lower to the higher Court: The ſearence 
of the court ſhall bee publickly read in the hearing 
ofall men, but not put in exccution, till the General] 
givecommand. No ſuperiour officer, Collonell,or 
Capraine, ſhall ſolicite for any man, that is lawfully 
convicted by the Court, either for any cryme, or for 
not obſerving the articles of warre, unleſſeit bee for 
his very neare kinſman for whom nature compelleth 
him to interceed; otherwiſe, the ſoliciter ſhall bee 
holden as odtous as the Delinquent,at leaſt ſhalbeca- 
 ſhiered from his charge, The forefaid judicatorics as 
wel of the Kirk matters,as of war,ſhalbe ſubject to the 
councel ofeſtate, and generall Aiſemblies reſpetive. 
ITI. All the Tudges both of the higher and lower 
Court ſhall ſolemaly ſwear before God this folow- 
ing oath: | 
[ N. N. Do herepromiſebefore God, that T both will 
and ſhall judge uprigzhtly,in all things that ſhall be preſent- 
| ed before the Court , according to the law of God , the 
laws of the Kinzdome of Scotland , and the articles of 
warre agreed upon, ſo farre as I have knowledge or un- 
derſtanding, neither will I for favour or hatred , for good 


 willor evil wilh, for fear , for revenge , or for ay gift or 
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| bribe whatſoever , judge wrongouſly, but judge him free 


that ouzht to & free and doome him guiltie that I fnde 


guiltie , as the great Godthe Lord of heaven and earth 
hal! helpe me, aud be my judge at the great day.

IL. All che oihcers aad Souldiers that ſhall bead- 
mitred,ſhal with lifted up hands in all reverence {wear 
this following oarh.

N.do here promiſe aud ſwear that unto the king - 
dome of Scotland 7 will be a faithfull ſerwant according 
to the Covenant, and unto th: Generail of the armie I 
will be a true and faithfull Souldier, everie manner of way 
doing my beſt endevours for the good of the Kingaome, 
and obedien.ceof the Generall:to my poweralſo,ſhall I hin- 
der all attions prejudiciall tothe Kirk and Kinzdome, and 
if I have tidings of any thing of that kinde I ſhall gzve 
notice thereof to ſome one or other of the councel of wax, 
Horeover, I will doe my beſt to obſerve carefully all the 
Articles of warre , and points of camp Diſcipline: T ſhall 
behave my ſelfe manfully in battell,skirmiſhes, and every 
prece of ſerwice inall times and places , when and where I 
ſhall becommanaea: T ſhall keep watch and ward , and do 
all other dueties willingly , as I ſhall bee diredted: I ſhall 
carrie my ſelfe obediently toward my ſuperiour officers, 
in all that they command me for the ſervice of the. Kirke 
and Kingdome:In like maner,as I ſhall anſwer before God, 
and every honeſt man,T ſhall nat flee from my Collonrs, or. 
token whatſoever that T am commanded to. follow , nor 
abſent my ſelf from them at any time , ſolong asI am able 
to 20 after them:1I ſhall beſtow my life & goods for advan- 
cing of this ſervice of the Kingdome , and to the uttermoſt 
of my power endure all aiſtreſſes , that can poſsibly fall out 
in the warres , fighting manfully to the very lat, ſo farre 
forth as I amable, or that any true ſouldier ought. to doe > 

: Further. 
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F urthermort, f hereafter The put into any place or charge 
by the Generall, or called to anie imployment , I ſhall doe 
my befp endevour ,valiantly and honeſtly to acquite my ſelf 
according tomy place. This oath ſhall I well and truly keep, 
as the great God, the Lord of heaven and earth ſhall helpe 
zne at the laſt iuds rement, 

V. For doing of ſervice and worlll to God Al- Pra yers 
mightie, the Lord of hoſts, for whoſe Covenant this avapreachs 
waris-under taken,from whom we look for aſſiſtance, "8+ 
and 6n whom rhe ſucceſſe of warre depends ; it is 
thought neceſſary thatthere be publick prayers,every 
day morning and evening throughout the whole 
Leaguer, for which purpoſe , ſome token or war- 
ning > ſhall bee oiven by ſound of trumpet or drum. 

That on the-Lords day there bee publick preaching, 

both beforeand afternoone, and if the time permir, 

two dayes in the week allo. If any Miniſter ſhall ne- 

gle his time of prayer, or preaching, he ſhall for ec- 

very abſence forfaultan halte months pay,or as much 

as may be accountedan halfemonths pay,tobetaken 

up by theDeacons, &at the direftion of the Elderſhip 

to be diſtributed to the poore, And whatſoever ſoul- 

dier ſhall: neglect the time of prayer or preaching, 

ſhall fortinls a dayes wage forevery abſence, and if 

after admonition by his Captaine he ſhall bee found 

guiltie of negle& or contempr, hee ſhall ly in priſon 

for the ſpace of twentie foure houres , and be further 
puniſhed , as his fault deſerveth.

ſhall thinke convenient according to his merite. 

Whoſoever ſhall offer to diſcredit theſe great offt- 
cers by word of month, or otherwiſe, and be notable 
by proofe to makeir good; and whoſoever ſhall lift 
up any manner ofarmes againſt any of them, whither 
he doe them hurt or not, ſhall be puniſhed by death. 
And ifany officcrdo ſtrickany ofthem with his hand, 
whither he hit or miſſe, he ſhall Ioffe his righc hand. 

If ir ſhall hapen thar the Generall, or any ofthe great 
and generall officers atany occaſion ſhall offer injurie 
to ay noble man, knight, gentleman , or other which 
{tandeth not with their honour to put up, Then ſhall 
they give in theircomplaint to the Councel of war, . 
where the offender ſhall anſwer , and bee cenſured ac- 
"cording to the qualitic and importance of the faulr, 
If any Souldier or inferior officer ſerving on horſe 
or foot , ſhall offer any injurie by word , or deed, ro 
his Collonell, Leive:enant Collonell, Sergeant ma- 
jour,Quarter-maſter, Caprain orany of his ſuperiors, 

or 
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or ſhall refuſe any dewty commanded him, he ſhall 

be puniſhed according to the importance of his fault, 
and if it ſhall happenthat any officer ſhall command 
any thing which tenderth rather to the prejudice nor 
tothe good of the publick, then ſhall he who is com- 
manded modeſtly refuſe to obey and preſently give 
notice thereof, | 

If any inferiour officer ſhal challenge any common 
Souldier to be guilty of any dithoneſt ation, he ſhall 

_ aafiwer for it before the court as it he were his equall, 

Ifany Souldier horſe or foor, ſhall offtcr to ſtrike 
his officer that commands himany dewry or piece of 
ſervice, he ſhal loſe his hand and be turned out of the 
quarter, and if it bedone in any fort or beleaguered 
place after che watch is ſet, he ſhal Iofe his life for its 
bur if he not only offer but do hurtroany of them, 
whether inthe field, or not he ſhall be ſhot to death. 

Whoſloever in the preſence of the Generall ſhall 
draw his ſword to do miſchief with 1t , ſhall loſe 
his hand; Hewho ſhalin anger draw his ſword, while 
his Colloures are flecing,cicher in batell or ia march, 
ſhall be ſhot to death : He who ſhall preſume to draw 
his ſword in any court ofjuſtice,ſhall loſe his life: He 
that draws his ſivord in any ſtrength or fort to do mif 
chiet therewith after the watch is ſer,ſhal loſe hislife, 

V LIT. The Proveſt-marshall-general may apprehend Obz4:»ce 
any man by his own authority & keep him 1n trones 70 the

XXI. No manſhal prcſume to ſet on fire any town 
or village in the land or camp, iFany docth he ſhall be 
puniſhed according as the judges ſhall inde the mat- 
ter important. 


XXII. Billets and lodgings in every place muſt _ 


be direced by the quarter-maſter or quarter- maſter 
generall; No commander or common Souldier shall 
cxact or gxtort any thing beſides what is appointed.

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All muſt deal courteouſly with their hoſte and his-
